party newspaper, Rude Pravo. 


He described the talks as 


friendly, and said the Soviets 
were concerned "whether the 
developments in Czechoslovakia 
could not reach a point when 
they would threaten the socialist 
order itself and violate the alii* 
ance of the Warsaw treaty." 


Smrkovsky said the new re- 


gime does not intend to abandon 
the liberalization measures they 
have taken. At the same time, 
he said, Czechoslovakia needs to 
have good relations with the So- 
viet Union. 


"If we were to insure our 


state independence alone," he 
said, "then, in view of all our 
history, I should fear about the 
fate of our country. This is why 
I consider the talks that are cur- 
rently taking place as a contri- 
bution toward strengthening our 
friendly relations." 


Kosygin went to a Bohemian 


spa for medical treatment and 
rest as well. He was also to 
have more talks with party and 
government leaders.

he Star will publish its 14th 
tour-color photo production 
tomorrow, Tuesday, May 21, 


We hit a peak in June, 19G7, 


with four productions that month, 
Color work was discontinued dur- 
ing the summer vacations— and 
we encountered technical trouble 
when resuming in the Fall, 


One of our new darkroom re- 


frigeration 
machines had to be 


replaced because of faulty tem- 
perature control. The four sep- 
aration negatives for each color 
production have to be processed 
within half a degree of Faren- 
heit 68. We finally got a refrig- 
eration unit which would hold 
within a quarter of a degree. 


That should have ended our 


troubles- but 
it didn't. Pro- 


duction calls for four colors- 
cyan 
(blue), 
magenta (red), 


yellow, and black. But the red 
and yellow vanished. 
It was a 


progressive disaster, beginning 
with ''Autumn in Arkansas" Oct. 
18, continuing through "Buffalo 
River and War Eagle Fair," a 
two-page run Nov. 24, and ending 
with "Marineland Porpoises" 
March 
6, 1968— by which time 


our published pictures had noth- 
ing but blue and black. 


Last week we discovered the 


trouble. The first step in a pro- 
cess color production is the mak- 
ing of the "tri-mask"— a black- 
and-white copy of the original 
color 
transparency which is 


sealed to it in exact "register" 
and placed in the enlarging head 
of the Berkey machine, which 
then produces the four separation 
negatives from which the press 
plates are made. 
If we were 


losing the red and yellow in the 
final result it could be that some- 
thing was wrong with our start- 
ing film— it not only could be ... 
it was. 


Eastman's Tri-Mask film is a 


color-balancing device— a thick 
film with four layers. 
But it 


is perishable stuff. 
While v*e 


were out of color production wait- 
ing for refrigeration replace- 
ment last summer our supply of 
Tri-Mask film- $50 worth- was 
quietly going to pot. 


Apparently somo of the layers 


fogged up— therefore the red and 
yellow were blocked from com Ing 
through on the Berkey's projec- 
tion of the separation negatives. 


I ordered one box of new Tri- 


Mask film, shot a series of 4x5 
Ektachrome transparencies for 
test 
purposes— and last week 


made an apparently solid color 
production. The reds and yellows 
were back with us! 


You'll see it on the back page 


tomorrow. 


It shows the azaleas at the for- 


mer home of Mrs. Anna Judson 
at N. Elm and Ave. C, a house 
now owned by Mrs. F. R. John- 
son. 
The azaleas were a hobby 


of the late Mrs. Judson, and were 
at their peak when we photo- 
graphed them April 20— before 
the prolonged rains washed them 
out. 


If you're short of red an azalea 


picture will let you know. Our 
shop color proof shows not only 
the red is back but the yellow 
also. 
How do we know, since 


there's no actual yellow in the 
picture? 
Well, the grass is 


green— and it takes yellow over 
blue to make green. Remember 
our last color production, "Ma- 
rineland Porpoises" March 6 ? 
It was blue where it should have 
been green ... but now we be- 
lieve we're back in business.

France's growing crisis Sunday 
after hurrying back from Roma- 
nia, but he took no immediate 
action despite the rebellion ris- 
ing across the country, 


De Gaulle returned home 14 


hours early from his state visit 
to Romania, called back by the 
situation which began as a stu- 
dents' revolt and ballooned into 
the biggest strike wave to crip- 
ple France in three decades. 


More than 100 factories and 


an estimated two million work- 
ers were idle, and the number 
increased steadily. 


Strike votes were called today 


in many factories, including 
Sud-Aviation's main plant at 
Toulouse, where the Concorde 
supersonic 
airliner 
is being 


built. The strikes started with 
Sud-Aviation's factory in Nantes 
last week. 


Only, the big Paris interna- 


tional airport, was almost de- 
serted as airlines switched their 
flights to Brussels and sent 
travelers to Paris on chartered 
buses. The French capital was 
also without trains, postal or 
telegraph services, subways, 
buses, garbage collectors and 
street cleaners. Workers occu- 
pied the city's electric and wa- 
ter plants over the weekend, but 
these services were continuing. 
Telephones in the city were also 
operating normally. 


France's three big union fed- 


erations appeared unwilling to 
break openly with De Gaulle, 
and none has called for a gener- 
al strike. So far their demands 
have been nodest: Higher pay 
with no specific target and a 
, slight lowering of the retirement, 
age.

De Gaulle conferred with offi- 


cials in charge of national secu- 
rity and held a long meeting 
with Premier Georges Pompi- 
dou.

those measures might be, or 
when they might be employed. 
But De Gaulle gave no indica- 
tion that he planned to advance 
his radio-television address to 
the nation, which was still 
scheduled for Friday.

Legislature 
Convenes in 
Little Rock 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller called on 
the Arkansas legislature today 
to come to grips with "the most 
politically sensitive problem 
presently facing us" and enact 
legislation to legalize mixed 
drinks. 


"I am aware as you are that 


this is an election year," Rocke- 
feller told a joint session of the 
House and Senate as the Gen- 
eral Assembly convened. "But 
I am also convinced that the 
people want this matter re- 
solved and now." 


Rockefeller 
revealed In his 


speech for the first time that 
his proposed cigarette tax in- 
crease will be 3 cents per pack- 
age, which, he said, would pro- 
duce about $5 million a year in 
new revenue. 


He said that the total new 


revenue from all of his tax pro- 
posals would be from $8 million 
to $10 million a year. 


Rockefeller noted that the call 


will permit the legislature eith- 
er to legalize or outlaw mixed 
drinks. "I have made my posi- 
tion clear," he said. "The de- 
cision Is now yours." 


Rockefeller 
also called on 


legislators to approve a $1.8 
million funding package for the 
state prison system and to 
change the date for a vote on

sas State Police investigators 
have concluded that the three 
human skeletons unearthed at 
a state prison farm in January 
came from a pauper's ceme* 
tery, not from unmarked graves 
for murdered inmates as some 
had charged, 


The conclusion in the report, 


released Saturday by Gov, Win- 
throp 
Rockefeller, was ex- 


pressed by Ma]. Bill Struebeing, 
who led the investigation, on 
Jan. 30, one day after the skele- 
tons were exhumed from an 
open pasture at Cummins Pris- 
on Farm about 70 miles sou- 
east of -little Rock. 


At that time Struebing told 


newsmen he believed the burial 
ground was an old prison ceme- 
tery and when asked, "do you 
really believe that?" replied, 
"Yes, I do." 


The 680-page report, which 


Rockefeller has had for about 
two 
months, contained num- 


erous interviews with present 
and 
former 
inmates 
who 


claimed to have knowledge of 
murders at the prison between 
1930 and 1960. 


Many of the names in the re- 


port, primarily those who al- 
legedly killed someone, were 
blotted out by the governor's 
office. 


Some of the alleged murdered 


convicts are identified only by 
such names as "Red light, 
Paragould, 
String Bean, Red 


Rooster, 
Surf, Monkey Face, 


Peter 
Pitcher, 
Blue, Daddy, 


Airplane and Hickory Nut."

Reuben Johnson, a Negro con- 
vict, took former prison Supt.

BOSTON CAP) - Dr' Benja- 


min Spock and four others go 
on trial today in U.S. District 
Court on charges of conspiring 
to counsel young men to evade 
the draft. 


The defendants, in addition to 


Spock, are William Sloane Cof- 
fin Jr., 43;*'Yale'University > 
chaplain; Michael Ferber, 23, 
second-year graduate student at 
Harvard 
University; Mitchell 


Goodman, 44, New York author' 
and teacher; and Marcus Ras- 
kin, 33, co-director of the Insti- 
tute for Political Studies in 
Washington. 


At 65, Spock, the noted baby 


doctor, as well as the other de- 
fendants, could face up to five 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. They were indicted Jan. 5. 


The indictment lists 11 acts 


which the government said were 
part of a nationwide program of 
resistance to the operations of 
the U.S. Selective Service Sys- 
tem. The government charged 
that the acts were a violation of 
the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act, a pre-World 
War I law. 


A defense spokesman said last 


week that the defense will main- 
tain a position that what the 
government calls illegal acts 
were within the scope of legiti- 
mate protest, protected under 
the First Amendment of the Con- 
stitution.
